Some statements- in the introduc- 
tory paragraphs to the Second 
Grade's Supersonic News irritated 
me.

"The reason for the mis- spellings 
stated Mrs. Whitacre, is due to the 
present 'phonetic' instruction the 
children are now receiving and their 
words are spelled .as they sound. For 
instance, one word continually mis- 
spelled is 'our* which is spelled by 
the students as *are>". , 

I do not know what type of 
phonetic instruction Mrs. Whitacre 
uses, but the diphthongs "ou" and 
"ow" are never taught as a ar". I 
would rather ascribe such mis- 
spellings to faulty diction and 
faulty observation, both deleterious 
results of the "look-say" method 
without benefit of phonics. Numer- 
ous other mis-spellings probably 
would not occur were "phonetics'* 
really stressed.

These letters are 
rough drafts and should be treated 
as such. The knowledge derived 
by the student in correcting and re- 
vising faia work far outweighs any 
curb it may be to his creativness. 

What ought pass for Humorous 
mistakes ftp second grade are no 
longer funny when high school stu- 
dents continue to spell our-are, 
went-whent, were-wer, want-whant, 
thelr-ther or thlr, waa-wus. 

A friend of mine who taught high 
school typing courses lamented that 
his students made just such errors. 
I wonder if they were ever forced 
to correct their mistakes, or were 
they allowed to "create" a spelling 
system of their own.

Ordinarily; the vege- 
table garden adjoined I the house so 
that chances are you would certain- 
ty have fresh vegetables. 

If you were not a vegetarian arid
